Majali was regarded in Cairo 
as a leader of Arab forces op­ 
posed to Nasser.

GI Data Hit 


Presidential Privilege 
Rapped by Attorney 


UNIVERSITY PARK. Pa. (AP) 
—Only the President can claim 
executive privilege to withhold in­ 
formation 
from 
Congress, 
the 
chief counsel of the House Gov­ 
ernment 
Information 
subcommit­ 
tee said today. 
It 
is 
"pernicious doctrine" for 
executive departments and agen­ 
cies to claim such a right, added 
Jacob Scher, a lawyer and former 
newspaperman now on leave from 
Northweetem University 
He traced the legal and politi­ 
cal history of the executive privi­ 
lege claim in a speech prepared 
for 
a 
convention 
of journalism 
educators, and criticized use of it 
under the Eisenhower administra 
tion. 
The doctrine has been invoked 
perioiically by presidents of all 
parties 
dating 
back 
to 
George 
Washington 
But Scher said the 
claim has been used increasingly 
by the Eisenhower administration 
starting with the Army McCarthy 
hearings in 1954. 
Scher said there is no specific 
reference in the Constitution to an 
executive previlege of confidenti­ 
ality. He acknowledged that sep­ 
aration of powers is related to the 
issue, but said only the courts can 
settle that constitutional question. 
He contended that withholding of 
information 
under claim of the 
privilege had grown sharply since 
Eb&enhower's 1954 order. 
"Thereafter it became a slogan 
and a banner under which more 
and 
more 
federal 
departments 
and agencies asserted the right 
to withhold information from Con­ 
gress and #ie people," he said. 
"By the rules of reason and ex- 
perience, there is little room for 
government secrecy in a democ­ 
racy."

Katanga’s 
secessionist 
premier, Moise Tshombe. 
News of the fighting in Kasai 
was as confused as most reports 
out of the chaotic Congo in recent 
weeks. 
Kasai Premier Pascual Ngalula 
told the Belgian News Agency that 
Baluba tribesmen had 
counterat­ 
tacked 
with 
bows, 
arrows and 
spears 
against 
several 
hundred 
Congolese army troops who thrust 
into 
Kasai’s 
rebellious 
"mining 
state" Arga three days ago and 
captured its capital, Bakwanga. 
But authorities in nearby Katan­ 
ga said any talk of a counter-of­ 
fensive by the tribal warriors was 
propaganda put out by the anti- 
Lumumba leaders seeking recog­ 
nition of their independence move­ 
ment.

Builders wmuld be happier, and 
so would building material sup­ 
pliers. appliance makers, a r #J con 
struction workers. 
That another building surge is 
coming, the industry is confident. 
But, as in other parts of today's 
economy, the timing is a current 
disappointment. The date is being 
put hack. The growing popuation 
should exert its pressure in anoth 
er two or three years 
Tht other spark that had 
been 
counted 
on 
to 
w arm 
up 
home 
building this y ear—easing of mon­ 
ey costs and supplies—has so far 
failed to catch fire. But it s there 
to turn housing wants into buying 
dem and 
when 
the 
population 
growth catches up. 
Government figures show that 
housing starts in the first half of 
this 
year 
ran 
well behind 
last 
year. Latest figures by the con­ 
struction news specialist. 
F. W. 
Dodge Corp . show the dollar vol­ 
ume of residential 
building 
con 
tracts in July was 20 per cent 
behind 
a 
year 
ago (although 
a 
subtotal, apartm ent building, was 
6 per cent ahead of last year) 
and the num ber of dwelling units 
involved was 23 per cent below 
July 1959. 
This drop is in the face of r e ­ 
ports that more money is becom ­ 
ing available for m ortgage financ­ 
ing in many parts of the nation 
and that in a few the term s of 
financing are more favorable for 
home builders. 


Aa far as home builders are 
concerntd, 
tht trouble 
with th* 
unquestioned jum p in total popu­ 
lation is that the growth has been

Recently, I wrote a column tell­ 
ing how a bystander m ay help a

I passed along a few of the more 
common symptoms which an ep­ 
ileptic suffering a grand mal at­ 
tack is likely to display. 
But I barely touched the surface 
on this epileptic symptom matter. 
O f t e n even we doctors are hard 
pressed to diagnose a case of epil­ 
epsy on the basis of sym ptom s re 
called by the patient or his family. 
You and I and almost everyone 
else, of course, can recognize the 
usual convulsion. However, an un­ 
controllable outburst of laughter 
without indication of m irth 
might 
be a symptom of epilepsy. 
A periodic nauseating or pain 
ful gastric sensation followed by 
vomiting spells mi g h t also be a 
symptom Epilepsy, however, isn t 
th* only disorder which can pro­ 
duce such occurrence 
Some symptoms of epilepsy ar* 
pretty 
bizarre 
A 
patient 
som e­ 
times lowers his head, runs across 
the room and butts the wall 
Periods 
of 
sexual 
excitement 
without any apparent reason may 
also he an indication of epilepsy. 
Some epilepsy patients have vis 
ual disturbances. 
Some may hear strange sounds 
as a itu u r* begins There may be 
a buzzing sound, a hissing noise or 
perhaps 
the 
patient 
thinks 
he 
hears the roar of an airplane mo­ 
tor. 
Som etim es th« first signs of an 
attack are a whirling twirling sen 
sation, dizziness or unsteadiness 
Or t h e r e may be a feeling of 
butterflies in the stomach, accom ­ 
panied by rumblings, cram ps and 
a sinking sensation.

More common, however, are ir­ 
regular. convulsive movements of

Another irksome TV custom is 
the wild driving—by both hunters 
and 
hunted—during 
automobile 
chases, with the wild screech of 
tires as the cars go around even 
slight curves in the road. 
Shrieking tires I am informed, 


are merely sound effects added to 
give viewer excitement. Most of 
such chase scenes are filmed by 
cameras 
without 
sound 
tracKs 
The noises are later added—along 
with siren sounds—by technicians. 
Most sounds other than actors’ 
voices that we hear during a com ­ 
pleted show have been “ laid in.” 
as it is called, after the show is 
filmed. That includes the clop of 
horses’ hooves, shattering glass, 
even the ringing of telephones, 
In filmed shows, it is the aim 
of the director to produce a sound 
track 
clean 
of 
everything 
but 
necessary dialogue. When an out­ 
door shot is necessary, it is cus­ 
tomary to swathe the sensitive mi­ 
crophone in cheesecoth to prevent 
it from picking up even the sound 
of a gentle wind.

and 
trade with most of the nations of 
the Western world. Its timing coin­ 
cides with growing protests in this 
country against inroads of foreign 
goods — often lower priced — and 
against loss of trade abroad to 
European 
and 
Japanese 
maiiu- 
facturers. 
The 
American 
industrialist 
is 
also aware that while output has 
been stalemated here for several 
months, 
it 
has 
been 
booming 
abroad. 
A sideline, but a troublesome 
one, is the flow 
of investment 
money and gold from these shores 
for the currently more prospering 
ones. The dollar hasn’t been 
un 
dermined — but the threat, how­ 
ever farfetched, is there. 
The Soviet government has been 
cusing 
trouble 
in 
world 
trade, 
too. While the Soviet total share 
is small, it manages 
to 
concen­ 
trate on sore spots — and inflame 
them. 
The Congo’s copper may be the 
reason 
Soviet 
Prem ier 
Nikita 
Khrushchev is so solicitous about 
Prem ier 
Patrice 
Lumumba’s 
problems there and so anxious to 
keep them at a boil. 
The Soviet Union is shipping oil 
to 
Cuba, 
where 
our 
refineries 
have been seized by Prim e M in­ 
ister Fidel Castro. 
Soviet 
price 
cutting 
has 
led 
American oil companies to lower 
prices in India and the Middle 
East—to the distress not only of 
our oil companies but of the Mid 
die East governments dependent 
on 
oil revenues. 
Also 
upset 
is 
Venezuela at seeing much of 
its 
oil income syphoned away in the 
general world confusion in the oil 
business. 
The Dominican Republic under 
Rafael 
Trujillo 
is 
flirting 
with 
Khrushchev on the heels of our 
breaking off of diplomatic rela­ 
tions. Caught in the middle are 
many 
American 
manufacturing, 
shipping and banking firms with 
physical assets there or thriving 
businesses in peril. 
Trujillo’s hand hovers over only 
a tiny part of total American in­ 
vestments abroad. These come to 
about 
29 
billion 
dollars. 
The 
spread of 
unrest 
in the 
world 
can’t help but increase American 
worries about the safety of their 
money. But this investment trend 
continues at a fast clip—some of 
It representing a flight of Am eri­ 
can business to escape mounting 
operating costs here and to com­ 
pete 
better 
with 
growing 
in­ 
dustrial potentials abroad. 


The 
industrial 
slowdown 
here 
teems to be speeding tile trend. 
But already the European econ­ 
omy was growing at a faster rate 
than ours. The National Industrial 
Conference Board reports that by 
the end of 1959 manufacturing out­ 
put had increased by an average 
of 157 per cent of the 1953 level 
in the European Common Market 
countries of 
France, WTest Ger­ 
many, Belgium, Luxembourg, the 
Netherlands and Italy.

W ASH ING TO N (A P ) — Ohio’s 
Democratic Sens. Frank J. Lau 
sche and Stephen M. Young, who

cast two 
identical 
votes Monday. 
But on a third measure, Lau- 
sche voted for the compromise So­ 
cial Security bill, which passed 74- 
11, while Young did not vote but 
was paired 
against it. That is, 
Young found another senator who 
favored the bill, and neither voted 


—so that neither side gained. 
Both voted for a catch all 305- 
million-dollar money bill which in­ 
cludes 190 million for foreign aid 
That passed 67-21. 


And both voted for amendments 
to the catch-all appropriations bill 
which restored 190 million of the 
265 million dollass that 
Congress 
cut fsom foseign aid 
monty 
last 
week.

adopted 56-31.
